DISTRESS IN IRELAND. 


Upen the order of the dey being read for bringing ap the report of 
the committee upon the distresses in Ireland, 

Mr. BERNAL rose and observed, that in bis opleion it was impes- 
sible to paliiate the frightful evils whieh prevailedin Ireland by any other 
means than a specific grant of money to be voted by Parliament, He 
trasted that before the seasion closed, ministers would prapose a vote 
of money to be distributed in those parts of Ireland where distress was 
Mest sensibly felt. 

Mr. GOULBURN said that the hon. member seemed to be an- 
acquainted with what had pasaed in «a committer of sapply of @ former 
evening, Upon that occasion he (Mr, Goulburn) bad proposed a vote 
of 100,0001. to he applied tothe parpeses which the hon. gent. had mention- 
ed. He thonght it was most expedient to afford partial relief te Ireland 
from time to time, rather tham te vole one large sam at once. Ifit 
should be found necessary to extend farther assistance te thet éountry, 
ministers would apply for ae additional grant. 

Mr. 8. WORTLRY thonght the practice which had bern adopted 
in the metropolis of begging from house to house te obteie funds in sid 
ef the distressed Irish extremely improper. (hear.) Thie was only 
another mode of raising taues, (Aear.) He put it te the right ben, se- 
cretary to declare, whether would not be at ance the mest effectual and 
satisiactory mode of effecting bis object, to take @ snfficient sum from 
the revewur? (hear.) 

Me. CALCRAFT thonght it wonld have been betier te have takes 
the whole som which it wee cousidered necestary to distribate ie Ireland 
from the revenue, than to have bed recourse to the King’s fetter, as a 
means of reising subscriptions at every house. 

Mr, H. G BENNET aiso reprohated the practice of collecting mo- 
wey from door to door, ehick placed the Irbh nation ia the licht of 
paupers, He thought Irelaud had to demand ample relief from Parhament 

Tee CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER appreved, as we uader- 
stood, of the collections from house te house.

We tef Batavia tothe Ameriese Ship Bevery, Captain 
_Gardacr, oa the Gih 6{ Jase, sad on the 12th leaked into Saigon 
river, awd afterwards Nbistrary, bet Sediog ne interpreters at 
these places, went on to Turon harbear, where we arrived oa 
the 17th. We fosed hero the Preach Ship La Rost of Bordeaux, 
Captaiea Hardi, a Ship of 700 Tons. 


A very short visit to them convinced as (the Captate and 
myself) that 1 Wes aecossary to pres for ag American: the jea- 
- lowsy entertained by the Cochin Chinese of the Baglish, being 
ohe of the carilest subjects of contersstiod. Tile wis not a 
pleasaet alternative; we were, however, too far to recede, and 
as, of course, I could not wish the Captain to abandon bis spece- 
lations to gratify my ational feelings, I did se 


By the advier of the Gentioman of La Rose, whose con- 
dact tewarde as was at all times most gentlemanly and obliging, 
aad without asy of that little jealoesy which tee often distin- 
goishes traders whea they meet on entroddes grounds, we ap- 
plied for permission to visit Haé; writing at the same time te 
M Vaanier, to wham we had letters, and who, were are assured, 
bad great influence at Coart. 

This, as far as we had an opportenity of jedgiag, was no 
ecagg eration. 

Oar permission arrived in 40r Sdays. and we left Teron in 
oar own boat with a Guide, eho was for the parpese of shewing 
us the cntrance to the river of Had, which is rather difficalt to 
persons aaaccustomed to it; the bigh land terminates at Cape 
Choamay, and beyond this to where the coast of Tonkia com- 
meaces, it is alow sandy beach ; this le formed by the confluence 
of the river of Haé with the eoean, and on the delta of this river, 
about nine miles from its mouth, is the city. Ai the eotrance is 
@ battery of 10 or 12 guns, kept ia good order, with a Gag-stafl; 
here the boat was brought tee, our chops strictly examined, as 
well as that of (he Guide, whe bad eno from the Mandarin, (I ase 
this word as that generally used amongst us). Ai Keehan, the 
village at Turon harbour, be was questioned, apparently very 
particularly, as to oar mames, which was read to bim from the 
passpert, cur men who were counted, ke. and all these pertica- 
lars were tekea in writing for the perpese, as we wore sfierwards 
ieformed, of being seat tothe King, Their securacy in every 
thing relative to the public service is remarkable: wheo oor Grst 
letter was dispatched from Teron, we were surprised to see the 
Maadaria of the village retara the followieg day on board ;, we 
supposed be had already procered an answer, no each thing: the 
messenger had retureed @ day's journey, beeause the Mandaria’s 
report written with Iodian Ink, bad blacked oar letter, aad, said 
the Mondaria, “I might lose my place for thet f”’ 

We passed the sight on beard La Hawai, sacther Prench 
ship of 469 teas lying ia the river, she bad gene from hence os « 
preceding vovage withoet carge, bat with « contract with the 
Kier fer 10,000 maskets, some swords and carbines, which were 
te be paid for ia Sagar, aad the (we ships were bere for the per- 
pose of leading it. They experiesecd however mach trouble ia 
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: the execution of their contract, many articles being rejected on 
the mest (rivolous preteats; aad iesteed of having the Sugar 
ivered to them, they wore allewed “to preowre it them.

a Rey of the Henai has pabdliched the remarks made on

in the Geids, the river becomes thickly studded with boats of all 
} sizes and kinds, of these they have a vest varicty, eed amongst 
the war gailice and the Pan-sail boasts of Tonquin are 
the most remarkable. 


When withia a short distance of M. Vannier's house, the 
landscape is highly interesting, and backed by the lofty mountains 
of the iaterier aad seca beneath the bright glow of aa Asiatic 
sky, may even be termed beatiful. 


Mesers. Vanoler and Chernian, the two Freneh Mandarins 
at the Court of Cockia Chinas, are moo of 460 years of age, they 
have both been more then 30 years ia the country, aed of course 
possess an iatimain acquaintance with the langeage | they were 
both Jenior Officers ia somo of the Frevch Ships which visited 
Cechia China about the time of Adran’s retera from bis em. 
baasy to France: they were assistants and intimates with him, 
aed may be supposed therefore io parieke of aod understand the 
views of that enterprising aad deerrving man, wha, in spite of the 
contemptuces manner in which he has been weated by Boglish 
writers, was certainly one of these extraordinary characters 
whose efforts it ie impossibio to contemplate without admiration, 
and whe hed well aigh been the founder ef an Bmpire ia Asia, 
perhaps superior te our own. He is ironied a8 an ambitions 
Priest, who bad taken the title of Bishep ef Cochia: China, ke, 
Whea we have learnt to jadge of Frenchmen, o rather of all men 
as we judge our own coentrymen, then we may learn te appreelite 
their actions independent af the latitade and longitude in which 
they were bora. The spirit of enterprise and daring whieh we 
admire ia the Ansons and the Clives, the Cooks aed the Nelsons 
of Bagtand, is often ambition and meddling inthe Poivres, the 
Labourdoanals, and tho Adrans of France; is this beosuse they 
are Prenohmen?’ or beeause thoy were aafortunate!—the true 
test ie the aetlon, aud the burulng of Paite of the essessination 
of the English by Sumroo are alike disgraceful to hamanity,

Of Adran it will only be necessary to say that amides 
the moltiplielty of affairs in whieh the desperate state of — 
the Kiag’s fortunes aad bis negotiations with the cor: pt minis~ 
* try of the Coart of France mast have involved bim, amidst the 
: ardaces task of preserving bie owe ascendancy in the factions of 
an Asiatio Court, aed the probable difleatty of manacing the 
adveatarers he bed brought with him from Pranece, he atii) found 
time, not only te educate the young Priace, whom he rendered & 
man of most superior eequirements, bat aleo to translate the 
most usefal articles of the Bacyctormdia!l and t+ compose many 
Treatiecs for the King’s ese in the Coohia Chinese language! 


He died ia about 1694 or 5. adored by the natives, and be- 
loved by the few of bis countrymen who survived, They interred 
him with afi the pomp they coul! display secording to their 
rituals bat when they hed Goished, the King, ac « leat tribute of 
respect, performed the mest splendid obecquies ever eiine seed 
in the country, and built sa mausoleem over his remsies #1 Saigon, 
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© The mark for going ap to the city ie te keep the right bend 
shere eo beard the eboe #57. 
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at which the same ccremonies are sonually performed as at the ¢ 


tombs of his ancestors. His proadest title te our respect re- 

-maias to be cited, and that is, that whilteall around him was 
war and violence, while he wielded almost ancontrolied the re- 
sources of an empire, no act of injestice or oppression was ever 
Jaid to his charge; Adran was the friend of peace and humanity, 
at 14 years from bis death the natives still speak of him with 
tears® io their eyes, and to have been bis countryman is still « 
pessport amongst a nation of barbarians. 


I return from this digression. Mossrs. V. and C. are high 
ia the confidence of the King Cung Shuog (or Ngur-en-Shang 
as he is called in the Eoiwsunon Review of M. de la Boesachire’s 
work,) they have the rank of Mandarines, attend bis council 
daily and are consulted by him on every occasion, particolarly on 
those relative to foreign affairs, in which he is said to be 
enticely guided by them. M. Vannier has a seniority, I be- 
lieve, in rank at Court: he has a reserved manaer about 
him, which is very anasual in « Feeochman. M. Clhezoian 
on the contrary has the frank gentlemanly arbanity, which 
distinguishes the Frenchman of the old school ; neither of them 
are rich, or indeed in more than competent eircamstances, M. 
Chesnian has, since | visited that country, made a voyage to 
Fraace, and returned with the title of Consal: his son, a fine 
youth of 16, who, though born in Cochin China, has the manners 
and genticmanty address of his father, accompanied bim. 


Both Messrs. V. aad C. have several children by native 
women: during our stay at Hue, we lived at Mr. Vannier’s 
house, and experienced from these gentlemen every ailéation sad 
assisstauce which they could bestow en us: there is another 
Freachman resident hore, a M. del’ Bepion, he is a man of a0 
consideration, and is supported solely by the other iwe, he bas 
alse some paltry modical employ meat aboot the King’s person, 

Caung Shurig the (thent) reigaing Monarch of Coehin China, 
having reconquered his hereditary dominions, Cochin Chine and 
Combodia, and added Tonquin te them, excercises an aalimited 
sway over this vast country, He is described by Messrs, V. and 
C. as aman of most acute and penetrating genius, shrewd, quick 
and decisive, ambitious and restiess, always intent on schomes of 
military improvement or of aggradisement, (though age has rather 
cooled his ardour for conquest,) indefatigable in the discharge of 
his public daties: seeing, hearing, ordesiac, every thing bimeell, 
taking but & bourse rest out of 94, and being at no time more 
than 6 absent from business; such indeed te bie notivity and 
inteiligence that he ls compared by them te Napolcon, no small 
compliment (rom a Frenchman. 


OF his politics, se short @ visit and so confined a sphere 
of observation as mine necessarily was, can enable me to say 
but very little: A keen and vigilant jealousy of the British, fan- 
ned aod nursed by French iofluence, and enfortuately con- 
firmed by one or two eversights on our part, is the most pro- 
minent feature ia ii; he bas said, “that he fears ne power ia 
Asia but the British,” this Lhave no toubt is the fact the coast 
from Saigon to Tonquia is lined with beacons, which are said to 
be placed there for the purpose of alarming the coast should an 
Bagleh Fleet appear off it. At Saigon and Turon the serutiny of 
hia Officers was most surprisingly exact as to the pature of our 
vessel, her guns, ke. all of which was takea io writing, nor is 
this to be wondered at, when we recollect the very predominant 
influence of the French im that couatry. Another Adran, aad 
France yet posseses such men, would give them an iaflucace in 
that quarter which might cause us much trouble: Their college 
in Teaquia, consisting of a Bishop and 2 or 3 Missionarics, isa 
step towarde this, and to it we may add that other Missionarics 
are to be sent to them, 
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© Thie isa fee’, aad happened te the writer of these remarks.

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The French indeed do not make a sceret of their wishes, 
they are straining overy nerve, though covertly, to procure a foot. 
iag in this country, sod bitterly lament their present disability 
to do so; as individuals, they of course are fearful of ventoring ia 
a country in which are no laws bat the will of the great; and 
they dread the state of the country at the death of Caung 
Shung, who it appears is attached to one of his sonmsto such a 
degree, that he wisbed to place him on (be threne to the prejadice 
of the lecitimate successor, and this they feared might involve the 
two parties in a war at his death. The son edecated by Adran 
is dead, having been killed in the command of one of hie father’s 
armice at the last battle foaght against the rebels in 1808 or 9. 


That an establishment there on a futore day is contemptated 
there appears to me good reason for ; the ships seat 
out were peculiarly patrovised by the French Minister (de ta 
Marme), and great core was taken that every article of their 
sarge, particularily arms, were of a good quality; they cer. 
tainly were so, for I had an opportunity of examining many of 
them, the presents were Gescribed te us as superb, but we did 
not see any of these. — 

On the 3rd day after our arrival, we visited the Mandarie of 
the Strangers, for the purpose of procaring a pate for permission 
to trade to Saigon, whither we had determined to go. We visited 
him three times on the same account, and after making bim pre- 
sents to the amount of about 3000 Dallors, obtained oar per- 
mission. 

His house is within the city which stands on an Island form- 
ed by two branches of the river about a mile above M. Van- 
nier’s house. 

This city is io itself a striking proof of the immense re- 
soarces which the Kiog commands, and of bis genias in couceiv- 
ing and exeesting with only Cochin Chinese artificers, so vast 
an andertakiong, It wae commenced in 1813 of 14, and will be 
foished in 20. It is a sqeare 6 or 6 miles io cireamference, for- 
tified necordiag to the rales of European fortification, the plan 
an imitation of a chef d’couvre of Vaaban’s, (the city of Stras- 
bargh I believe), it has 26 bastions, cach meantiog A6pienes of 
eannon from 18 to 68 pra. all east ia his owa founderies ; Capt, 
Rey, who had seen them, assured me they were beautifal 
guns, (he is a Naval Offer) and so well cast that be coald 
scarcely believe them to bave been made in the country, more 
particularly as they hed imitated to great exactness the arme, 
flours de iys, ke. which were op the French guns, whieh served 
them as models. 

The ramparts are about 50 feet high, ef great thickness, 
with bomb proof casemates, magazines, ke. The gates of heavy 
blocks of bewn stone, are at least 60 feet high, and to the vane 
of the building over them at least 120 feet: over each gate are 
tablets of black marble with inscriptions in letters of gold. The 
diteh is at least 100 feet wide, faced with brick, and ef « propor- 
tional depth ; the glacis, covered ways (or sis-aag roads leading 
from the gates, for I am not certaia of the propriety of the 
term), are faced and coped with hewn stone, the esplanade or 
slope towards the river the same. Over cach gate is a beuse of 
two stories as in the plate, well tiled and varnished, the venues are 
of a polished brass. The interior of the oity corresponds with 
the exterior, large streets cross it from gate to gate, and in the 
centre is to be bailt the citadel which is to be more lofty and 
more magnificent; we did wot see it, though its foundations were 
said to be laid, as we were condacted from our boat direct 
to the bouse of the Mandarin which was near the gate ; and 
thoagh strietly charged and advised to make #0 observation of 
any kiod,* I contrived to make a pocket book sketch, from which 
that of the plate bas beea drawa, it is more correst as 8 whole 
than in the minute, bat will give a correct idea of the style and 
finish of the work.

We cow'ld 
not, indeed, give eredit to the accogats of the French Geatiemen 
of the Ross end Hewat, bet whes we had seen it, our ideas, we 
feend, bad fallen fac short of it. I bad seen other fortibeatioas, 
such as fort Fort William and Manille, bet for imposing ap- 
pearance they fall for short of the eity of Hed. 


His Naval Ferce is not ices extraordinary as to the qualities 
of design, Gaish and extent. He had then boilding on the banks 
of the river before the town, a8 an amusement of whim.40 Sehoon- 
er of 14 guns each (there is not water for larger vessels); we pas- 
eed between two of them, going from the boat te the gate ; the 
bottoms‘are beautiful French models, bat the upper works, poep 
ned forecasile, are Cochia Chinese, (he lamented toMessre. Vannicr 
and Cheagstan that the prejedices of his people obliged him to 
make them so): the plaak and the timbers are of fine teak, and the 
workmanship excellent ; they were activoly employed oo them 
when we were there, having great numbers of men at work, which 
tegether with those on the fortifications (which are from 60 to 
99,000 men, loar Hes of labourers carrying planks,elephants io great 
sembers, piles of stones, bricks, forges, work-sheds, ke. formed a 
soene of which those only whe bave seca it can form a0 adequate 
ides, (eed a dock yard was note new sight to me.) The re- 
cularity and order of this seene was not less remarkable: the 
noise of hammers and workmen was deafening, bat oll were 
empleged, there were ne idicrs, and as far as the eye could reach 
to the yet anBaished bastions of the works, the same basy acti- 
vity aod swarms of workmen were te be scen, 


Od the banks of the river lower down he bas 80 wensel* 
of the saate description, but béailt to carry a heavy geo io the 
bow. and 6 or 6 smalier ones ; they are alse fine vesacis, from 100 
to 150 Tops, well beilt and of great strength. M. Vannier’sa coount 
of them is that they were built as « whim of ameutement about 7 
or 8 years ago, and after being afloat for some time were hanled 
up-they are aader sheds about 2 mile below M. Vaonier's house. 


The King bas also » floating palace ia which be then resided, 
i resembled an immense bedgerew; we passed withia a short 
distance of it, bat could see but very little of it, as it is meored in 
an inclosere of large bambees in the middle of the river, in a 
part of it where the diverging of some branehes forms a largo 
sheet of water; it has amenret other singelarities an Baropean 
feremast; thie facey strock him after a visit ea board Capisia 
Rey's ship, be steo proposed to visit the Rose off the bar, bai was 
prevented fremdoing eo by bad weather, Several war gailics 
were sachored near it, and on the opposite shore « large fect 
of state gailies, whose high sterns appeared one sheet of gold 
from the qeantits of gilding apon them. Ia form ther resembled 
much these of our earlier atiemots in navigation, of which plates 
are given in Charnock’s Naval Arebitectare, that is, the sterne 
we passed several of the war gallies arprrentiy exereisiag, they 
are stout vessels of 60 te 100 Tons, pulling abeet the seme nem- 
ber of care, We did not see the first of the state gailies, these 
being laid op with great care for solemn oreasions, one of them 
is enid to have searty 60 tbs. of geld on ber in ornaments, she 
was taken from the rebels, aod is preserved as a trophy.

He is said to possess a well flied treasary : the minesof gold 
and silver in the interior are, as well as those of other metals, all 
Rogal property, aed enly wrought for his eae, they are said to be 
very rich. Hie mageificeat works cost him aething bat the pay 
of bie Officers, and the maintenance of @ few select workmen ; for 
by the rezalations which are established, and whieh are sirictiy 
enforoed, about 13rd of all the manee! labour of the Empire be- 
longs to him! This is almost ineredible, but « fact, the materiale, 
the carriaze of them, the labour of making, delivering and receiving 
them, is besides all teibete, or rather extortion, for the peaple of 
this country groan ia en Egyptian hondege ; being literally oblig- 
ed to make bricks witheat straw, and even to cultivate and de- 
liver the whole of the coarse sagar with which the fertidcations aro 
cemented; in short bis government appears to be the most perfect 
despotiam ander the san, end the state of the people the most ab- 
jeot slavery ; of this the proofs were not few, which oven wilbia 
oar limited enhere we bad accasion te remark; F shall mention 
one:—The Mandarin of Keu Han having visited ue and received 
some trifing presents, was aoxious ta testify hie gratilade, which 
he did by sending bis boat to take the finest fish from the ishing 
boats near oe, sed —— make as a present of them! This is bet 
one of many lastanees. The King’s reasou, for example, for not 
eneoaragiog commeree is the tree spirit of despotiem. “ They 
would grew rick and be insolent,” said be, when pressed of this 
sabject by Messrs. Vannicr and Cheanian, which might be ren- 
dered by “Let all be miserable except myself.” The Officer whe 
fails to deliver the tribute of his district at the day and hour 
appointed, iafallibly loses his head ; and « mistake of 6 in the 
cesses of & large village incers the same penalty; while with 
thie severity, ee great is bie aeouracy ia minor affairs, that he 
has, (emanget a thoasend other instances of the same nature) 
an Officer whose daily duty it is to sownd on the bar of the river 
to report any alteration in its position, and whels personally ree- 
ponsible shoald any secident coour to the King’s boat, 

Tt were absurd to offer any remarks on the character of duis 
people as mine: those which follow are collected principally from 
covertations with Messrs, Veanier and Chesniae: aniess where 
otherwise designated. 

Sach of the nobility as we had an opportenity of seeing, as 
well as those with whom the French had any dealings, were of 
ooo uniform character of cringing meanness with os, aed laso- 


> lent pride in efiee, stooping even to to ask for presents, and 
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scarcely noticing oar reqeest when preferred; of our notions of 
detieney, or even of decency, in transacting e@airs, they appeared 
to have we idea; they would take, for example, a lowling pico of 
a piece of silk from the Prenehman’s Warehouse, sod having 
kept them a week or ten days, send them beek, rested and soiled, 
savior “they did wot want them.” - This wae a netaral Gonse- 
quence of thelr habit of thinking aod setiog, for aeoustomed 
from childhood te bave no will bat their ows to consult, they 
could pot apparently imagine that there was any injustices in ay- 
propriating to their fancies the property of advther; but it forms 
a fearfal index to the condition of those whe, oppressed by a)!, 
could look to none for redress, and a just eriterion by whiek 
toastimete those countries, when the palace is ali splendour aed 
the cottage all misery. Seach is, ae far as we could esceriaia, the 
present state of this rich and jateresting country, thew bute are 
too often the reesptacies of Mith end misery! and perkare to their 
state of civil polity may be tenced thelr desided preference to 
maritime porseite, because ie them the freite of their industry. 
iboagh more precasionus aad more laborious, are less ¢apesed to 
‘the baad of ihe speiler.” 
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They are more perhaps than any people ander such A syeiem 
of government entitied to the ebaracter of mildness ; a single fact 
will Uastrate this. Messrs. Vaopier ned Chesnian, ia thirty years 
residence ia the country, have keown but ef three murders wil- 
folly itted, and whee we recollect the epoch at which this 
fact is stated, (while a sangpinery civil war was waging) it mast 
at least be thought a singular claim to this title ; from what cause 
this mildnces proceeded, whether it was rather the apathy of mi- 
sery than the kindoess of good will towards each ather, I cannot 
pretend to determine; from the little we saw and beard, in our 
dealiogs with them, we found them always mild, but ready to 
take every advantage of one inexperience and ignorance of the 
language in bargaining, bul never offering oven aa insolent ges- 
ture ; on the contrary, an attempt at a joke, or the stammering 6 
few words of the langange appeared to please them bighly. Tra- 
velling amongst them is so safe that the French Gentlemen, who 
oftes weat over land from Turon to Hué, never thought of taking 
arms, except os a defence against wild beasts ; at their housd at 
Faifo, when they were collecting sugar, they were once alarmed 
by 2 thief, but thoagh he was I think (sken, no attempt at resis- 
tence was made, and we were assured that from Saigon to Heé, 
it was equally safe to travel as in the vicinity of the capital. 


Panishment of death, thoagh so frequently held “in terrorem’ 
we were joformed, was very seldom necessary ; when inflicted they 
are supported invariably with a degree of firmness bordering on 
apathy, this appears not to be uncommon amongst balf civilised 
aud savage nations, and lis cause would be a curious inqairy, 
when we recollect the usual masse of saperstitious terrera with 
which they contrive to sarround themselves, 


I retura to the more immediate subject of this Paper, The 
King, had be lived, appeared to be making rapid strides to an 
important rank amonget Rastera Potentates: it was said that he 
proposed atiacking Biam; he bed howover pot only made 
warlike prepartions ; he had already the Hydrostatio Press, and 
had ordered from France a Steam EBugiac, models of mille, forges, 
bridges ko. 

These things were called there his whims and ornamente - 
thoy may be s6, but whea we rcocolleet what he has done it be 
hoves us te keep a watchful eye on a country where Freach in- 
flaence is so predominant, lest one or two mote whims should 
ronew the treaty of 1787. 


How well the King feels his own importance may be gather. 
ed from the following ojrcumstance :—La Crane, the Ocat frigate 
sont by Lovis XVIIL, inte their sens, visised Cochin China in 
1817, she was commauded by the Compte de Kergarion® who 
thought proper to annoauce himself as av Ambossador from the 
King of France. An embassy from France (said M. Vannier,) 
pat us all io motion; 9 large Heet of gallies was fited out aud 
every preparation made to do heaour to ii; The King himself 
intended going to receive the Letier (to which they attach more 
importanee than to the Ambassador,) but in the mean time he 
dispatohed M, Vaunier to compliment the envoy and learn the 
preliminasios of hie business. To bie estenighment he found 
that the whole was a gescanade! and of course made bis repert 
to the King accordingly, who was highly incensed at it. “ What 
(said bo in couveil) did this man take us for a parcel of bar- 
barinos, amongst whom be might do as he pleased ? if my brother 
the King of France had sent me an embassy, be would have sont 
me @ letter, and not by the heed of sucha mean.” An order was 
issaed, and rigorously enforced, that La Creare should be sup- 
plied with every necessary, but that no ope of hor OGicers sheuld 
bo allowed to visit the City, aud this contiqued in ferce while she 
remained there. 


We left Turon for Saigon, having procured our permission¢e 


‘trade, which cost ws about 000 doliars, and sailed for that piece, 


bat fenad it impossible te beat to the Sevihward farther thee 
just eat the sight of Palo Sapata, and in consequence bore up for 
Manilla, where we arrived ia Aogust 1810

At 7.30 p.m. was alarmed by the piercing cries of several 
persons evidently in distress, who were hailing the Ship tor as- 
sistance, and supposing it to proceed from some vessel that had 
strock on the sand, and was sinking, (which we could not see on 
account of w beavy fog,) Mr. Fabian, the Pilot, in charge, and 
Mr. W. Warden, the Chief Officer of the Ship, went with the Row 
Boat and Diogy to their assistante, when to their sarprize, they 
found a Paunchway with three womea, Ayaks, and (we Portu- 
guese men, from the Ship Wetcttnoron, on their way to Celeutte. 
The unfertunate women had beca robbed of the whole of their 
Property, Tranks, &c. ad the Crew of the boat much beat and 
breined ; one man io particular had a tremendaous gash on bis 
face, nnd the boat was robbed of her oars and rudder, so that they 
were left entirely at the mercy of the tide, to take them te Cal- 
eutta, Unfortunately the depredators had made their escape, before 
the boats could got to their assistance. This morning at 8 a. mu, the 
Row Boat employed by the Ship, picked op a box, with the fel- 
Jowing marks, on the cover ot iid, No. 1, M: and C, Whish, Ship 
Wettinotow, on the side Clara Rosseau, Ayah, te Mr, Whish, 
which I make not the least dowbt, is one of the boxes belonging 
to the anfortenate women. The boat by which the robbery was 
committed, was sald to contain about 40 persons,—the box will be 
delivered to any of the parties on applying for it.

Oo Tuesday last the subject was continaed—the 2d part of 
it belog (he communication and propagation of Caloric. 

The relative condacting power of metals and glass was in- 
dicated by the relative times in which bars of copper, brass, 
lead, iroo and glass, whea heated at one cod, caused phosphorus 
placed at the otber to inflame. 








The slew commanication of heat was explaised by a tube 
in which some coloured water was put, and the tobe Blicd with 
plain water; when beat was applied to the latter it boiled with 
out diseolouring the other, bat when heat was applied at the bot 
tom the coloured fivid rose and mingled with the ether. Io this 
menoer water may be made to boil over ice for some time with. 
out melting it. 


Radiation, $e. of boat. Two metallic mirrors were plar- 
ed aboat 12 feet apart—a bot ball was placed in the focus of 
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one and caused the mercery ina thermometer placed in the ° 


focus of the other to rise from 72 to 91° —2d, a pan of Gre in one 
focus set fre to ganpowder ia the other on which « bit of phos 
phores was placed, Similar effects have been produced at 20 
feet distance.—34, ® canister of bot water in one focus seemed 
te affect an air thermometer in the other.

Cold seems to radiate in the same manner. If ao plate of 
ice bo placed in one focus, thermometer in the other immedi- 
ately falls. This is expisined te be caused by the radiation of 
caloric from the thermometer 


Metallic mirrors do aot become warm though they reflect 
nearly the wholc of the heat; bat if coated with give, paint, ke 
they become bot, while the reflection is seareely perceptible. 


Tea pots of white metal, (silver, ke), are seperior te China 


ones, from retaining the beat longer. Polished metallic surlaces 
bare low radiating pewers 
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From the diferent conducting powers of bedics erise the 
sensations of beat aad cold when we touch them. 


The salts used for freening water were mentioned, the most 
commen of which are sa! ammoniac, salt-petre, and salt; and 
Mr. Leslie's method of freezing water by combining the powers 
of evaporetion aad absorption, by means of the air pamp. Dr. 
Franklia’s experiment of placiag different coloured rage epee 
snow, to show that black abserbe most heat, aod that white re- 
fects it. 


Count Romford’s experiments on the conducting powers of 
several subsiances, used as clothiog, meationed —Hare’s fur and 
Bider down ihe warmest —the compression of flocesi-nt substances 
render them still inferior conductors of caloric —uses of snow ia 
preserving plants, ke, 

Dew.—Mr, Welle’s observations noticed. Dew is never 
formed upon ang sabstance till its temporatare ia reduced below 
that ef the atmosphere, Those bodies which collect most dew 
suffer the greatest reduction of temperature. More dew ia de- 
posited upon glass than epoo metals, do. 

The cold which accompanios dew precedes Instead of fol- 
lowing the production of it, Mostdew is deposited in clear and 
calm vights, In cloady weather, particularly when there is wind 
there is seldom mach difference between the temperatere of the 
grass and that of the air, bat a clear interval generally produces 
a redaction of temperature on the surface of the ground. 


Hyoroscopes and Hygrometers are inatrumente for showing the 
presence of water inthe air. Those whieh are mae of animal 
or veretable substances soon lose their power of action from 
alternate expansion and contraction, ke, The only one which 
ean be depended apon is Daniel's, one of which was exhibited. 
Tt shews the constituent temperature of the motstiire tn the at- 
mosphere by its precipitation upon a cold sarfare ; comparing 
this with the temperatare of the atmosphere. The difference 
fernishesa datum for calculating the qeantity of vepour to @ 
gives quantity of air, and affords indications usefully epplicable 
to predicting change of weather. 

Comparative quantities of Calorie which bodies qoniain, Ve. — 
The relative quantities ef Calorio which differeat bodies ta 
the same state require to raise thom to the same thermomeirie 
temperature is called their apecife Calorie, and those which re- 
quire most are said ‘to bave the greatest capacity for Calorie, 
Equal quaotities of hot aad cold water were mined to shew that 
equal volumes of the same fluid give the mean temperature after 
mixture; bat when bot mercury was mised with cold water the 
resulting tempersiure was less than the mean, showing that the 
capacity of meroury for Caloric is less than that of water.

Hence commerce becomes the ovly resource of this smatj 
portion of the United Kingdom, (of Portugal, Brasil aed AL 
garves), and even this atevery moment diminished, by the ice 
terference which this Fapctiopary pretended to exercise in in, 
permitting of tolerating the entrance and departure of Foreign 
Ships with contraband goods, to the prejedice of the National 
Revenues, and that of the Merchants of this City ; «he found 
their commerce in a state of siagnation, while that ef foreigners 
was Goarishing on ite ruins. All this and more, which wo omit 
te mention, had irritated the minds of oar Citizens, who having 
made their last representation op the 17tb of lest month, and on 
the 16th elected a depatation of thirteen inbebitants, choses 
from among themselves, resolved to convoke a General Council 
on the 10th, in which, by a majority of Voices, it was deter- 
mined that two mombere should be pablicly elected te arrange 
eur future Gevernment, the before-mentioned jodividual being ex- 
claded from any participation in it by the general voice of the 
publie. 


Looking back (to the disgust with which a oa of 
our ha regeneration (im Portugal) wes reovived, to the system 
of vaginal established on the Gazettes from Lisbon; when we 
recall the petty reprebensions, the contisved menaces, with which 
many of our truest patriots were vexed, when we say that to have 
adbered to the causcof the Nation was to irritate Government ; 
when wo reficctia short on all that bas happened, it will, we 
conceive, without diffloalty be allowed that the affected adhesion 
shows at length to the public cause, was any thing bot real pa- 
triotiom.

propose to execute. We shall mot forget to commenicate intel- 
ligence of such foreign and domestic events as may occur, espe- 
to Portugal, and we request at the same 
time that all friends to their country will agsist us with their 
talents, that ese may thereby be better ceaabled te contings our 
tesk until weresiga it to abler bands.

The examination for the presecution was taken by the Hoa'bie 
Chief Justice, Mesars. Fergasson and Taries pleaded ia beball of 
the prisoner. P 

_ The Prosecutor stated that on the 23d of December last, about 
ene o'Clock in the afternoon, having accasion te go eat on somo 
busiocss, he had carefully locked bis shop, that oe returving in 
the evening he found the lock of the dgor broke, on proceeding in- 
to the shop, he foued his ebest broken open, and oa cxami- 
sation missed the sbevementioned Notes and Cash, He 
gare notice of the circumstance to the Thannadar that sight, 
and ca the fellewing morning weat to the Commercial Bank 
te stop the payment of the Notes—(he produced a meme- 
dandem ef the numbers of the Notes io question, whieh he 
had copied from hie beoks,) a short time after a peo came 
to him from the Commercial Bank and told bim that his 
Notes Ne. 4200, 6500, 3613, 5700, and 5505 of 100 Rupees 
each, bad beea presented by Tarrachaend Paal, whe was then 
waiting at the Bank. Ramebunder went to the Beok immedi- 
ately, and thence \ogether with soy eee | Peel te the 
Police. Ut appeared in evidence that Tarrachshed Paal, who is 
a Shroff, got these five Notes fom one Lelibeharry Sain (also a 
Shroff) in part payment of « Note for 1,000 Rapers, whe ia bis 
ture received them from the prisoner, the Notes were identified 
by all parties, all the witnesses testified as to the prisoner being & 
man of some property, having beem some years established as 
a money broker, aad as far as they knew an honest man. 


The Prisoner ia his defence siated that on the creping of 
the 23d af December last a mas came to him requiring Cash for 
five notes of 100 rupecs cach, stating that bis came was Gopsal, 
that be lived at Hatheola and was Syrkar to Mr. Brower the 
Atteracy, who wanted change to make presents to bis servants 
eon the approaching bolydays. ‘The prisoner continued: be 
then discounted the notes, entered their numbers ia his

Beveral witnesses in favour of the prisoner remained 
yotto be cxamised, when the Mon’ble Chief Jastice addressing

der of one Dowlanth, late a Police Chokeydar in the tewa of 
Caloutta. e 


The Examiestion for the Proseeution wae taken by Sir 
Francis Macaaghico. 


Mesenvicam, the first witness enlied, stated. that on the 
24th Novemberiast, about eight o’elock in the evening, as decons- 
ed together with bimecl{ bad just left the Taseab at ihe porser 
ef Deemtollah to go their rounds, they met two men dressed ia 
the costame of the Turks; the Prisoner, whe was ave of them, 
io passing chanced to be joatied by the deseased, upoe which the 
Prisoner taraed round and asked deceased whe he was! he 
replied “a Chokegdar,” the Prisoner asked “ where is sour 
badge” the answer was he bad not yet received it from tho 
Police; hereepon the Prisoner took bold of # stick the de- 
ceased had in hishaad, but en bis companies speaking a fow 
words to him whie® witness did net uaderstend, he again rolin- 
quished it, Dowlenth on fecling his stink released, gave the 
prisoner two or three blows with it, which the other (having nc 
atiek) retarned with his Ost, knocked off his turban, seimed bim 
by the hair with bis left haod, and with bis right band thrust his 
kaife in the deceased's left side, who immediately dropped — 
Ghober, another Chokesdar who came from the Tanneh at 
that moment, exclaimed “ Dowlauth is wounded,” hereupen the 
prisoser ran after Ghohur who was reterning to the Tavuab , the 
other Greek, whose name was Hussain san towards the Tiretta- 
bazar, witness parsacd the lattor, took bim prisoner, and brought 
him to the Taonab; 00 some questions being pat to him by the 
Jory he farther stated that deceased had been a Polies peon 
for ton or eleven months, that ho bad ao badge during the whole 
of that time, no mark of distinction but « biaek turban, witness 
and Ghehar had no badges either. On being asked what sort of 
a stick the deceased had made use of in beating the Prisoner, he 
desoribed it as being about a yard long and nearly the thickness 
of a man’s @rist. 


Resent Heseacer, Clerk to the Police Office, and Camit-The- 
nahder were aailed te swear te the idcatity of the knives pro- 
deced, as having belonged to ihe prisoner and hie companion, 

Naw Cownis, the next witness, remembered the kaives pro- 
duced, be had delivered them ever io Camit, one of them witness 
bad taken out of the prisoner's band when he was about seven 
cubits from the taaesh, prisener was purtuing Ghohur to the 


— at the time—wiiness did set notice any bieod on the 
aife. 


Guonon Chokeyder remembered tho prisoner, bed born ac- 
qtaloted with Dowiaath also, ali he kaew of the case was thet oa 
tue aforesaid evening having heard « noise io the stroot he had gone 
to see what was ihe matter, found four or five persone steuding 
logethey om spproaching he saw the prisouey holdieg Dowiaais 
by the bair with bis left baad, and with his right stabbing the 
deceased in the left side, the Prisoner's companion fled, and 
was porseed by Mohereliah, while witsees himself beieg chased 
by Solymaun returned to the taonah, witness did not observe 
any Keile io the prisower's hand whea persecd by him. 


Dr. McCowan stated that be bad examined the body of 
the deceased, the knife had entered between ihe (oorth and 
Sith ribs on the left side aed penstrated the heart, there was 
ae doubt of its bavieg caused Dewlanth’s death. 


The Prisoner in bis defence said thet having together with 
his compasion speat the day on leave from the ship ta which they 


Were atisched, they bed both drank teo freely, bet though is 


; texicated, wore procesding down to the Ghaut very quietly, 








when ‘they were met by two men who challenged 
knowing they wero Chokeydars, as they had no badges on, the 
Prisoner's compenion questioned their aethority, Dowlauth ia 
retarn began to abuse bim, wpoa which the prisoner interfered, 
Dowlauth then strack the prisoner several blows with a beavy 
stick which with bis 6st he retarned, but Meberalla and the deceased 
at last succeeded in binding both bimand his companion, aod 
took ibem away to the Tannah. Here ended the Prisoner’s defence ; 
on being asked ifbe had any witnesses to call, be replied that be 
was a stranger in this country, and had not a soul to call on. 


Sir FRANCIS MACNAGHTEN in summing up the evidence 
observed that though the witnesses produced had plainly proved 
the prisoner was the person who had killed the Chokeydar, much 
had poiwithstanding appeared throaghoat the evidence which 
fortonately for bim argacd in his favoar. His Lordship in the 
first place reverted to the prisoner’s statement of his baving been 
intoxicated at the time, which he observed ought in charity to be 
admitted ; ia the second place the Chokeydar was not clothed with 
any distinction of authority, which, he observed, considering 
the man had been in that capacity for the space of eleven months, 
wasn degree of neglect not to be conceived, If the Jary be- 
lieved the evidence of Meberolla, which was given in the fairest 
manner possible, they would perecive that the prisouer bad re- 
ecived ample provocation ; the witness had said,that Dowlaath was 
the first to strike, and that with a stick which was indeed 2 mor- 
tal weapon, the act was uomanly and inhoman; the gentlemen of 
the Jury were probably aware of the description of stick the 
Chokeydars and Police Peons were in the habit of carrying; be 
felt nssored that such a stick handled by a powerful arm, would 
knock « person's brains out at the first blow. If the gentlemen 
of the jury admitted of this brutal treatment beieg sufficient 
provocation, and they considered that those people were in the 
constant habitof carrying their koives of daggers (which they 
really were) about with them, then if as appeared in evidence the 
prisoner ia a state of exasperation drew his knife immediately 
and plunged it in the heart of the deceased, the act could hardly 
be called murder, His Lordship weuld recall to the memory of 
the Jury, a similar ease on which he believed some of the gen- 
tlemen then present bad given their verdict. The learned Jadge 
then siaied the case of a Cook attached to an English ship ty- 
ing at Diamond Harboor ; the Cook bad some controversy with 
one of the Crew, while on deck, on going below afterwards, the 
controversy wastenewed, and lastly the Sailor strack the Cook 
a blow with his fist, the lavier having bis Knife about him stabbed 
the man of which he died in two or three days. To this case, 
which was very similar to the one before them, the Jury returned 
a verdictof Mansinaghier, In the present insteace, it would be 
very dificult to prove that the prisoner bad» design egeinsta 
map he never saw before, it would be absard to suppose such a 
thing ; that the man carried a knife about him was nothing 
unusaal, as be had already observed it was a constant enstom 
amongst those people, how far it was right in the Police to suffer 
auch a thing in this country, was another consideration, bat as 
long as it ia not thought ilege! for those people to carry such 
weapons, they could not io conscience accuse the prisoner of any 
deasizn in eo doing. His Lordship thea reverted to the conduct of 
Police peous in gencral, expressing bis apprebensions they but 
too frequently exceeded the bounds of their daty ; he thoagbt thas 
rather than interfere with people who might be in a state of in 
toxication, if thev did not actually break the peace. they ought 
to give way te them. In this instance it was difficult ta say 
who was the aggt:«ssor, bat certain it is that the deceased had 
atrack the Gret blow, for this had been declared by the evidence 
for the prosecution, and this with the knowledge that the Prisoner 
had not a similar weapon to defend himself with, he consequently 
had recourse to the only weapon within his power and killed the 
mao, —had he done this deliberately, it woald cease to be Man- 
alauchter, bat the bent of blood he wes in from the iohoman 
treatment he had received, distinguished it entirely from Murder
